We feel it is important for those in our care to have contact with 
persons like yourself who have accepted the normal values of 
society. We realize that you and others like you in the community 
have skills and qualities to offer which, harnessed, will greatly 
enrich our programs and will compliment the work of our staff. 
A partnership between our staff and the volunteer community 
must increase the possibility of our providing the kind of program 
which will lead to a better chance of those inside, when they reach 
the ‘street,’ leading useful, productive, acceptable lives. 


OFFENDERS hid eg" 


are generally people just like those we meet every day on the 
street. In some area of their lives, however, they have failed to meet 
the demands and pressures of modern day living, but, with help, 
understanding and support might well be able to measure up to 
the expectations of society.
